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XXIV- A Letter from Mr. James Yonge, F. R. S. 
to Dr. Hans Sloane, R. S. Seer, containing the 
Cafe of a Woman who had her Menfes regularly 
to 70 Tears of Jge. 


PI)mouthy July 17, 1713. 

SIR, 

A T Lamerton, fifteen Miles from this Town, dy’cl lately 
a Woman of Eighty fix Years old 3 who to the Age 
of feventy had her Menfes plentiful and regular. At 
that time they ceafed, and foon after followed the like 
Eflux from the Hemorrhoids, which continued till fhe got 
on the wrong fide of Fourfbore. 

She was till then healthful and ftrong, of a vigorous 
Afped, fmooth, plump, and florid in Countenance, like 
one not half fo Old: Her Appetite was very good 5 her 
Intellects clear and found 3 and her fight fo per fed, that 
fhe could to the laft thread a Needle, and read fmall 
Print without Glafles. 

When that Flux ceafed, fhe became Gouty ; and about 
one Year before fhe dy’d, there arofe an Apoftumation 
on one of her Wrifts, which open’d, and difeharged 
much chalky Matter and fome Stones. The Day fhe 
dy’d, fhe arofe out of her Bed 3 and after performing 
fome Chriftian Devotions, expired. 

She was never fick before the Hemorrhoidal Flux ftopt, 
except once at Exeter , where (he was born, and then 
lived, fhe became infeded with what they called the 
Plague: ft ended in a critical Abeefs in one of the E- 
snundorksj and which is very firange, during all the time 
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of that Sicknefs, (he nurfed a Male Child, who is yet 
alive, and one of our Faculty $ from whom I have this 
Relation. 

This Hiftory will afford occafion to divers Speculad- 
ons^ which I will not attempt to anticipate, but refer 
them to the Royal Society. I am, &c .

XXV. The Defcription of a Tartarian Plant, call'd 
Gin-feng $ with an decount of its Virtues. In 
a Letter from Father Jartoux, to the Procurator 
General of the Mijjions of India and China. 
Taken from the Tenth Volume of Letters of 
the Miffionary Jefuits, Printed at Paris in 
O&avo, 1753 


Peking, April 12. 1711. 

Reverend Father , 

r I ’H E Map of Tartary, which we made by Order of 
1 the Emperor of China , gave us an Opportunity of 
feeing the famous Plant Gin-feng , fo much efteem’d in 
China, and fo little known in Eatrspe. Towards the end 
of July 1709. we arrived at a Village not above four 
fmall Leagues diftant from the Kingdom of Corea, which 
is inhabited by thofe Tartars called Calca tatze. One 
of thefe Tartars went and found upon the Neighbour¬ 
ing Mountains four Plants of the Gin-feng , which he 
brought us entire in a Basket: I took one of them, 
and defigned it, in its exa£t Dimensions as well as I 

could
